It was made by splitting 
up the resinous logs of the primeval 
nrs that ate found imbedded in the 
bogs.

The candlestick, 
called the peertaan, was a stone with 
n hole in its center, into which was fix- 
ed a pillar of wood about four fpet high 
and tipped with a cleft piece of Iron, 
into which the caudle fitted.

The OI«eM Herbarivw. 


The oldest- herbarium in Jbe world j 


Is in the Egyptologist museum at 
Cairo, and consists of'an incouspicu- 
ons oillection of dried pertions of- 
plants. These portions of plants and 
flowers were taken frora wreaths and 
garlands in tae coffins with muuirmes, 
where they'were placed by the ancient 
Egyptian* as death offerings, and from 
edible plants which were set In earthen 
vessels on tbe floor of the sepuleber as 
the furniture of the last resting place 
of their beloved ones. 


Many of these floral remains are so 


well preserved that, after being treated 
with warm water, they can be handled 
like modern herbarium specimens. The 
colors, too, are preserv*! in a remark- 
able way. Tbe most Important mat- 
ter in connection with these plants is 
their age. The remains of funeral food 
are found in tombs as far back as 
3,000 years before Christ.
